Dainty or fragile dresses are sent to 
the superfluity shop for sale and the 
money thus received goes to pay cost 
of repairs etc. Large bales of cloth- 
ing are being shipped regularly to 
help these stricken people.

Tonight it is my privilege to spea 
in relation to agriculture. 

No nation, whether agricultural, 
mercantile or industrial, has yet em- 
ancipated itself from the soil. Hum- 
anity belongs to the land and has not 
evolved — and may never evolve — 


to the point where it can live abund- | 


antly, and virtuously, in large cities. 


Humanity cannot leave the land, and | 


for this reason, the men of the soil, 


limit the level to which a civilization | 
| sideration. 


may rise. 
Within our own province we can co 
most of the things required to stabal- 


ize agriculture, work out plans for di 


versification, conservation apd rehab- 
ilitation. Production ean be main- | 
tained and increased. New methods 
of production can be brought about 


and new crops can be introluced, In 
dustrial use of farm products can be 
explored and in many 


We can obtain our potential of 


insiances real 
ized. 
productions. 

Thus from a national standpoint, ‘t 
is desirable that the prices of farm 
products in Canada, should at all 
times, stand in a proper relationship 
to the prices of manufactured goods. 
In default of this, not only will dis- 


tress among the farmers continue but | 
ings are tied up in their farms, and 


a proportion of our manufacturing 
capacity must remain unused, and 
proportion of our industrial works 


must accordingly remain idle. 

Since the greatest part of the Cana- 
crops, either in the 
primary form, or after processing i2 
Canada, must ultimately find a mar- 
ket abroad; and sinee the prices of 
these goods are therefore determined 
essentially by conditions abroad; if 
follows that unless adequate export 
markets can be found for a wery 
large proportion of our agricultural 
products, the Dominion of Canada, in 
all its activities, may find itself con- 
fronting a bleak outlook. 

We therefore maintain that all leg 
islative bodies in Canada, and the 
Government of Canada in particular 
must approach the agricultural prob- 
lem with a view to widening our ex- 
port markets by a _ policy of freer 
trade relations with other countries. 

Government all over the world are 
today recognizing that it is far bet- 
ter to consider the future in the light 
of more and _ better food for all the 
people, rather than keeping large 
numbers of unemployed on bare sub- 
sistance rations, and that no nation 
can be prosperous, a considerable por- 
tion of which is living in poverty and 
misery. 

The Government of Canada,

ducing nations, should take the lead 
in promoting freer International trade 
Chemurgy. the new science for in- 
dustrial uses of farm crops, although 
showing some disappointments, has 
produced successes as well.

It is not our purpose to spreac| 
false alarm, but merely to draw 
attention to the defensive measures 
at our disposal. In guarding againsi 
losses due to insects in farm stored 
grain, we have three powerful allies 
grain, we have three powerful allies. 
They are: a cold climate, a dry 
climate and a very efficient Division 
of Entomology in the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture. Despite 
these advantages losses have been 
suffered and will continue unless the 
necessary precautions are observed. 


The best prevention against loss 
is storing only dry grain, and keep- 
ing it dry by means of ventilated 
granaries which exclude rain and 
snow and which are constructed so 
as to provide an air space between 
the floor and the ground. As added 
Insurance, it is wise to bin grain 
during cold weather or move it and, 
if possible clean it, during very cold 
weather. 

{f storing tough grain is unavoic- 
able, it should be examined regular], 
and, at the first sign of heating or 
infestation by mites or insects, it 
should be run through a fanning 
mill, threshing machine or combine,

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LIFE ON A | ATA 


TROOPSHIP 


— By R. P. MacLean — 
—--O 

Life on a large 
perienced at first hand by a party of 
eight Canadian newspaperm:n wo 
are currently in Britain as the guest 
of the Ministry of Information of the 
United Kingdom. Included in the 
group as representatives of the week 
ly newspapers of Canada were Charl- 
es Allbon of the Springhill, Nova 
Scotia, Record, and R. P. MacLean of 
the Kelowna, British Columbia, Cour- 
ier. 

The party sailed from an_ eastern 
port on one of the largest of the shins 
carrying troops across the Atlantic. 
Censorship reasons prevent the nam- 
ing of the ship but her name is a 
household word around Canadian fire- 
sides. 

The ship was essentially a _ troop 
ship and the thirty-odd civilian pas- 
sengers including the news grou), 
were just so much baggage. It was 
not a luxury journey, and, indeed, 
there was no pretense about that ma.- 
ter. It simply resolved down to get- 
ting across the Atlantic, and, if civil- 
ians had be carried at all, they went 
as comfortably as possible with all 
due regard to the exigencies of space 
and the fact that the ship was under 
military orders. 

Those cabins which in the heyday 
of peacetime luxury travel accommo 
dated two people, are now converted 
into space for six. The twin beds are 
gone and in their stead are three rows 
of upper and lower steel cots. The 
normal four-passenger cabins accom- 
modate no less than sixteen! Fort- 
unately the newsmen were assigned 
to the smaller cabina 

But, nevertheless, six men crowdea 
into one small room with the luggage 
for a month or six weeks, and no av- 
ailable cupboard space, was a problem 
which had to be met and solved. It 
was solved, but the solution was not 
comfortable, 

However, what bothered the news- 
men more than anything else was the 
sense of confinement. Blackouts ab- 
oard ship come early in the evening 
and at this time of year tary long in- 
to the morning. During the black- 
out no one is permitted on the open 
deck and no porthole is allowed to be 
open. This simply meant that by bed 
time every man longed for a breath 
of fresh air and was hungry fora 
glimpse of sky—even though it be a 
stormy one. 

In addition, there was the neces- 
sary restriction on movement. Every 
inch of space was used to accommo- 
date the troops and this meant th: 
peacetime stamping grounds of the 
passengers were not now available. 
The smoking room was no longer a 
place to smoke; no cocktails were 
available in the cocktail lounge. In 
short, the only place left for the hun- 
dreds of officers to congregate was 
the main lounge and this was fre- 
quently out of bounds (unless one 
wanted to sit in on the meeting) as it 
was the only available place the mili- 
tary organidation could hold its nec 
essary meetings. This meant that 
hundreds of unattached officers ana 
the civilian passengers were confined 
almost to their cabins — and there 
was nary a single chair in those cab- 
ins. 

Even when the lounge was ayail- 
able, it was almost imposible to ob 
tain a chair and a_ table for bridge. 
Those chairs and tables were permar:- 
ently in use for bridge games, poker 
games and what have you.

When it is remembered that this ship 
was carrying about five times her nor 
mal peacetime complement of pass n- 
gers and crew — and in the summ r 
months has carried six times tha 
number— some idea of the congestion 
can be obtained. No wonder that it 
was no unusual sight to see a peer of 
the British Realm sitting on the floor, 
back to a post, reading his book; or 
a colonel and a general squatting 01 
the floor playing rummy; or a dozen 
poker, crap, bridge and rummy game 
in full flight on the floor. 

The smoking restriciions, too, were 
a little arduous on some. The lounge 
and the promenade deck were the on 
ly available places during the black- 
out. Smoking in the cabins 
strictly taboo. At this point those 
who know the writer are commencing 
to smile, but without cause, as fo 
some reason, he decided that he did 
not want to smoke and did not do s» 
for four days! And what’s more, it 
was not because he was seasick! 

During the daytime, the open decks 
were available but for a major por- 
tion of the voyage these were not 
popular as the passage was a rough 
one. 

The result of all this was that the 
average day aboard ship consisted 0° 
rising about eight, breakfast at nine 
a brief turn on the open deck, a chat 
in the cabin until boat drill—on those 
days when one could be held — and 
then a sleep till three or four. An- 
other chat followed and then dinner 
with more chat and bed. 

This program was varied on cer. 
tain days when movies were shown in 
the lounge, but these were for the 
most part cancelled as it just was not 
safe to have a number of people sit- 
ting on chairs in long rows during 
heavy seas. 

But the appetiite for the movies 
was considerably dampened in any 
case on the very first day when— of 
al things! — a film was shown de- 
picting how easily a submarine could 
sink a ship! True, it was a_ British 
submarine sinking German ships, but 
the picture was all too real for the 
taste of most of those officers mak- 
ing their first crossing through sub- 
marine-infested waters- All of us 
thought that someone might have 
shown a little better judgement in 
their selectoin of films! 

One of the things which grew to be 
part of one on that ship was the life- 
belt. Even before leaving harbor we 
had to tote that belt wherever we 
went. We slept with it; ate with it; 
even when we just went into the next 
cabin it went with us. Leave it be- 
hind and a military policeman would 
come roaring behind you. At [frst it 
was hard to remember, but before 
long it became as much a part 0! 
your apparel as you tie or your trou 
seers. 

We ate just twice a day. There 
were five sittings; five for the troo s 
and four for the officers and civiltans 
The bugle for the first breakfast sit 
ting for the men went about six aid 
the first dinner call went before four 
in the afternoon. Our party ate at 
nine and seven. The seven-to-nin 
stretch was not bad but the nine-io- 
seven stretch was very, very long 
some days! 

The meals were excellent with plen- 
ty of everything including unlimite! 
butter and fruit.
